To the Editor of The \i-\rt- Herald: I am a 
Democrat and ai iurh I a^k you to i;iva m« npaoe 
Id your paper to olTcr a fi'* (itisiTvatinns i)n .i 
matter in which every Itemocrnt in the wholt* 
etate is vitally intiTostct;. I have referenco to 
the approachioK trial of Caleb Powers, who ia 
chargnd with complicity iB tha mrdar of the 
late VVilliam floHhel. 

When Mr. Puwerj is again trim) one or the 
otherof four things will happen: Hewill either 
be eentenceil lo be han^tf l, nr senlencBil to tho 
penitentiary for lifn, iir acquitted, or the trial 
will roiiult in what ih oommonly known aa a 
"hung jury," in whii h event he will have to be 
tried again; en it it up to tho Iiemocrats of the 
state to either hang him, neml him to the peni- 
tentiary for life, or acquit him. And I u«e the 
word "Democrats" advisedly because Mr. Power? 
will be triad by a Democratic Court, in a Oemo- 
ciatio commonity on a eharga iaatitated by 
Democrats, and npon thoahoildaroof the Demo- 
cratic party of the stato will rast the praise, or 
eoMoro. or tardon of dispoaiag of Mr. Powers, 
as tho oaao iB«y be. 

If he is iBBoeaot and it haagad, the blood ia 
on onr haBdt,tnd if taoh t thiagthonld btppen, 
tad it thonid tarn oat Ittor thtt ho wu inoo 
tont of complicity in Goeborsmorder.itwill be 
the nndoing of the Democratic party in the 
sttte. Wewonldneverhear theia«tof it. Wo 
would be otUed "judicial murderers, judicial as- 
tittint," tad there woul'l be created such a sen- 
tinent in favor of thiwe (the RepublicanRi who 
defended him and utood by him in hie life time, 
u would sweep thin state like a cyclone and we 
would not recover from it in aqnarterof a cen- 
tary. After Powers is dead no one can say any- 
thing against him. Death closes the door to 
all aocusatioos; and it must be borne in mind 
that Powers has been a public officer all bis life, 
and at tho early age of about 30, 1 believe, was 



nominated hy the KepaUioaU tO thatUrd high- 
est office in the state, sod they claim was elected 
by them and the Independent Democrats to that 
important trust. And it mn«t be remembered 
further that Do unfaithfulness to duty in any of 
the positions he has ever held haaever been laid 
at his feet until he was charged With htriag a 
hand in the murder of Goebel. 

If Mr. Powers is sent to the penitentiary for 
life, and it later turns out that he is an inno 
cent man. (and stranger thing.-i have happeneii) 
the brfinocratic party of the state will be in al- 
most as had .i predicament as if it had wron>!- 
fully hanged him. He has suifered much al- 
ready. He has been put upon trial for his life 
three times — twice sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary for life and once sentenced to death. He 
has been oontinooatly deprived of his liberty in 
tha vigor of kit yoBth between six tnd seven 
yean. Whttoftr alae may be stid tbout hin. 
heisyoang,vigoroat,tabitloat,iBt«lligont. Ha 
knowa how to mtko t defeaao in court and oat. 
Tho RapobUcaaa aad Independent Domoerati of 
tha tttto art ttaading hy him to a mta, tad 
mtav of oar aida an publicly aayiog: " I do 
not beUeva Mr. Powara ia guilty; or if he is, 
be bad great provocatioa tad hat taifarad 
enough," and things like that And do you 
kaow it ia amacing the amount of secret sym- 
pathf he has among all classes of Democrats? 
I'ou know it is the nature of Kentuckians for 
their sympathy to go out to the "under dog." 
So in addition to what .Mr. Powers has already 
suffered and the friends and sympathizers be 
has in our ranks, should he be sent to the peni- 
tentiary for life and be a living appeal to the 
people of tho slate to come to bis reacnetbrough 
the ballot box, it roignt some day give us trouble 
politically. Or if Mr. Powers should die in the 
penitentiary or should finally get out, and in 
either event hi.s innocence be established, it 
would be lo the Democratic party of this state 
nothing short of a calamity. It is an old say- 
ing that "murder will out," and every detail of 
the (joehel murkier may some "f the<p ilays be 
known to the wdrld throui^h srich ■■hannel-' 
information that its truth cannot he ijui'siiuned. 
and some of those now imjilicated may be proved 
to be inn icnt ari'i nth'Ts not now implicated 
may I f i^r vi. 1 r ■ i:lty. 

If I'.iwers .-iimiiM lie a'-fjuitted at his next trial 
and it should turn out afterwards that he is 
guilty, the Democratic, party woul<l he heM up 
to a great deal of censure from men in its own 
ranks but the mouths of the Republicans would 



be closed. Vnu would se ' those HepabllMM 
who have been so loud- mouthed in Powers's de- 
fense crawling under cuver. Tbey^woold have 
nothing to say on the subject. You would be 
unable to get one of them to discuss it with you. 
You see I am not discussing Powers's guilt or in- 
nocence, or the moral phase of the question at 
:ill. I am simply trying to point out now bis 
forthrnming trial ia UiUt «o affost tka Dmm- 
cratic party. 

In view of the things I have mentioned and 
the dangers that are likely to befall the Demo- 
cratic party by reason of the Powers case, it be- 
hooves our party to act with caution, circum- 
spection anil with the utmost fHirnes" in the 
next trial of this man. If there are any mis- 
carriages of ju.it ice one way or the other, our 
party shuul I remrrnbar that ii is on its shoul- 
ders where th>' thing will fall. If there are any 
blunders or mistakes made, we will be charge- 
able with them. Democrats everywhere are be- 
ginning to say, "Powers has never had a fair 
trial." 

The fact that the higher courts have granted 
him a new trial every time he has been convicted 
shows that his convictions were not procured in 
the way the law saya was just and fair. And 
doubtless some brother Democrat, who reads 
this article, will say : "Even if it is so yon ought 
not to be saying it and giving publicity to aooh 
a thing." And to such a one I aay: "It is to 
the man who tolla yon that your house ia on Art 
and given you an opportonity to aava it, that 
you owo tho dobt of gratitude, aad not to tho 
oan who ooaeoala aueb lafonutioa from Ton 
tnd thereby helps to oneompaat your rala." 

It is always a good Idea to look ahead a lit- 
tle aod leethe pitfalls before us. We have got 
to moot thaaa Ihinga later, and let oi conduct 
onnelvtfB in aacb a manner now that wnataver 
the future haa ia atoro for ua, wo will not be 
tosaed upon tbethorea of odlam, defeat aad die- 
ttter. Now, as a matter of fact. Powers ought 
to bo tried by six Democrats and six Repnbli- 
cant, tnd til these should ba good citizens and 
above reproach. There it too oncb money in 
the prosecution of Powert to let any "floating" 
Republican sit on thtt Jury. If such a one 
should sit on the Jury tad thouid vote to con- 
vict i'owers, we would tt OBce be charged with 
having "bought him with a part of that $100,- 
OO) cerrupti'in;fuod." That would betbe charge 
made by tha Republicans and many Democrats 
would bollava it aad aome would openly say it. 

If the Jury is composed exclusively of what 
the Rfpublicans call "Goobel Democrats" and 
there is a verdict of guilty, it will be receivd 
with distrust by the great majority of the peo- 
ple of the whole state regardless of party af- 
filiations. People will say: "Well, if Powers 
is guilty it is not necessary to pack the Jury on 
him with his enemies politically in order to con- 
vict bim and the fact that that has been done 
ia the best of proof that he is innocent." And 
to admit the truth, there would be a good deal 
of show of reason in that. I'ulitics have tie- 
ceme SI) involved in the Power.- case that .such 
a trial of h\n, liy us, would put us at a great dis- 
advantage, an 1 Aould greatly ini reaife his friends 
and thii liio fritin our ranks. .\nd be,iides it 
would give the Republicans in their argument 



•f uafair trials fur him 
aoa with whieb to combat ut. 

If Taylor had been killed instead of (ioebel 
and noma Democrat had been charged with it 
and polltiot had boeomo to involved ta hM boon 
done la tho Powort otao, we would think it t 
monstrous ontrtge to trytay Democrat with a 
Jury compoeod exduaively of rank, uereaaon- 
itg Bopublloaaa. It it elaiaod Powtra'a

onvict bim. And if Ifr. Powers is convicted 
by such methods, it will be a decided blow to 
the Democratic party. And besides some Demo 
cratic Juryman, although be may think that 
Powers ought to be punished, will be found who 
will rise up some of these days and say: "It 
i.s not fair lo try Powers in any such a way sm 
that, and 1 am not going to be put in the atti- 
tude for men to say of mo that it wm known 
what I would do in advance of trial and there- 
fore I waa selected as a Juror." 

Honest men do not like the public to say of 
them that they were summoned for the purpo.se 
of conviction regardless of testimony, and if 
thoro are no substantial Republicans on the next 
Jury that tries Powers it will put the Demo- 
crats who do try him in exactly that attitude 
before the public. And it would not surprise 
me to hear of some ruggedly honei-t Democrat 
saying, "I do nut propose to convict I'nwers 
under the.-;e ,-in'umstani'>-.s, whnn the evidence 
against him anv way ;s merelv cii'outt.'^tantial.'' 

If 1 were the .<h.'r;!r upon whom the .)uiy feil 
to select a Jury in the l'i),iers ciise I wuuld go 
into some io i,;hhiirhnod ci)mi)osed of l>em'i'?rats 
and Republicans in abnuf equal numbers, if I 
could fin'l surh a cornmunity. and I would select 
an equal number of the leading Democrats and 
Krpuhlicans in It. Nobodv could charge unfair- 
neps tnen. Th'inia.-^ .I'-tferson laid it down u.s 
uni' of the principie- f I i",ni)cracy that every 
man iccused of criiie' » as erititled to a fair and 
uiiiiart..,! trial by a Jury uf his peers, and that 
no man sbould be deprived uf life, liberty, or 
property without due process of law. The Dem- 
ocrats of Kentucky cannot aflfurd tu depart 
from these teachings in the Powers trial, the 
Hargis trial, or any other trial. 

It must be admitted that there have been too 
many "shady" traaaactiona in tho Powert case. 
I suppose thert it bo doobt but that Weaver 
swore a lie whoa ha taid he wu oa the Suto- 
bonae Square lo Frankfort when Goebel waa 
shot aad saw a gun barrel protruding from one 
of Powers's office windows, for a doien men or 
more swore that Weaver waa over 100 miles 
awav from Frankfort at the time, at Grayson 
f>prings, I boliovo,and Weaver haa been indicted 
for perjury. And Finley Anderson,anotberwit- 
neta for tbo state, hai sworn on both sides of 
the ease, swearing that Powers said nothing f 
the sort, and that he had lied in his testimory 
against Powers. The same is true of Robert 
N oaks and Henry i:^ Yuutsey. Culton, another 
important witneaa for the state, has forged t
